An Early Mornlne Attack on a

CLEVELAND, O., March 30.—Early 


yesterday morning- six men entered the 
Lake Shore station at Olmsted Falls, 
bound and n&ftgaA the operator, and 
attempted to blow open the safe. Two 
farmers, hearing the noise of the ex- 
plosion, came to the rescue of the 
operator with g-uus. 
Several shots 


were fired and the robbers took to their 
heels. 


An armed posse was quickly or-

and captured after a sharp 


fig-ht. 


The prisoners were taken to Itock- 


port station and placed under guard, 
while word was sent to Cleveland. An 
engine and box-car answered the sum- 
mons, and the prisoners were quickly 
brought to this city and turned over 
to the police. They registered as 
James Unrns, of Buffalo, N. Y.; Thomas 
Dojavan, of Syracuse, N. Y.; David 
Barrett, of Stamford, Conn.; Frank 
Spencer, of Pittsburgh; James Noble, 
of St. Louis, and John Kane, of Corey, 
Pa. Nine other men were ai'rested at 
Olmsted on suspicion. 


A More Serious Raid Waa Intanded. 
CLEVELAND, O., March 30.—That the 


attempted robbery of the Lake Shore 
ticket office at Olmstead Falls Wednes- 
day night was intended to have been 
extended into a more serious raid is 
now believed by railway officials.

raiders had made themselves familiar 
with the time card of the road, and 
had arranjreed their work so as to get 
through with their safe job and be 
ready for the fast mail. It was due 
just after midnight, and carried its 
usual quota of valuable mail.

My strong desire to avoid disagreement with 
those In both houses or congress who have 
trapported this bill, would lead mo to approve 
it ir J coulil believe that the public cood would 
not be thereby endangered and that Much ac- 
tion on my part would be a proper discharge of 
official duly. Ina-much. however, as I am un- 
able to satisfy my«elf that tho proposed legis- 
lation Is either wbe or opportune, my concep- 
tion of the 
obligations and responsibili- 
ties attached to the 
trreat oflk-'j I hold 
forbids the indulgence of my personal desire. 
and inexorably confines me to that course 
which is dictated by my reason and judftnient. 
and pointed out by a sincere purpose to pro- 
tect and promote the general interests of our 
people. 


The financial disturbance which swept over 
the country during the last year was un- 
paralleled in its severity uurt disastrous con- 
sequences. There scemod to be almost an en- 
tire displacement of faith in our financial 
ability and a loss of confidence In our fiscal 
policy. Among those who attempted to ussk-n 
causes for our distress it was very generally 
conceded that the operation of a provision of 
law then In force, which required the govern- 
ment to purchase monthly n large amount of 
silver bullion and issue its notes m payment 
therefor, 
was 
either 
entirely, 
or 
to 
a large 
extent, 
responsible 
for our 
condition. This led to the repeal, on the first 
day of November. 1893, of this statutory pro- 
vision. We had, however, fallen so low in the 
depths of depression, and timidity and appre- 
hension had so completely gained control in 
financial circle?, that our rapid recuperation 
could not be reasonably expected. Our recov- 
ery has, nevertheless, steadily progressed, and 
though less than flve months have elapsed since 
ths repeal of tho mischievous silver-purchase 
requirement, a wholesome Improvement is un- 
mistakably apparent. Confidence in our abso- 
lute solvency Is to such an extent reinstated 
ana faith In our disposition 
to adhere 
to 
sound 
financial 
methods is so 
far 
restored as to produce the most encouraging 
results both at home and abroad. The wheels 
of domestic industry have been slowly set In 
motion and the tide of foreign investment >ias 
again started In our direction. Our recovery 
being so well under way. nothing should be 
done to check our convalescence; nor should 
we forget that a relapse at this time would al- 
most surely reduce us to a lower stage of finan- 
cial distress than that from which we are just 
emerging-. I believe that if the bill under con- 
sideration should become a law It would be re- 
garded as a retrogression from the financial 
intentions indicated by our recent repeal 
of

purchases; that It would weaken, if U did cot 
destroy, returning faith and confidence in our 
sound financial tendencies, and thatas a con- 
sequence our progress to renewed business 
health would be unfortunately checked and a 
return to our recent distressing plk-ht seri- 
ously threatened. This proposed legislation 
Is so related to the currency conditions grow- 
ing out of the law compelling the purchase of 
silver by the government, that a glance at 
such conditions, and a partial review of the 
law referred to m:iy not be unprofitable 
Between the nth day of August, 18<K>, when 
the law became operative, and the 1st flay of 
November. 1883, when the clause it contained 
directing the purchase of silver was repealed

This bill consists of two sections, excluding 
one which merely appropriates a sum sufficient 
to carry the act Intoeflect. 
The llrst section provides lor the immediate 
coinage of tho sliver bullion In the treasury 
which represents the so-called gain or seign- 
iorage, or which would arise from the coinage 
of all the bullion on hand, which stain or seign- 
iorage this section declares to be 888,156,081. 
Jtdirects that the money so coined, or the cer- 
tificates issued thereon, shall te used In the 
payment of public expenditures, and provides 
that If the needs of tho treasury demand It, 
the secretary of tho treasury may. in his 
discretion, issue sliver certificates In excess of 
such coinage, not exceeding tho amount of 
sclirniornire in said section authorized to be 
coined. 


The second section directs that so soon as 
possible after the coinage of this seigniorage 
the remainder of the bullion held by tho gov- 
ernment shall be coined into le^ul-tcnder 
litaiidard silver dollars, and that th-y shall be 
held in the treasury for the redemption of tho 
treasury notes issued in tho purchase of bul- 
lion. It provides that as fast :is the bullion 
shall be coined for the redemption of said 
notes, they shall b^ reissued, but shall be can- 
celed and destroyed in amounts equal to the 
coin hold at any time In the treasu-y derived 
from the coinage provided for, and that silver 
certificates shall be issued on such coin in 
the manner now provided by law. It is, 
however, especially declared in said section, 
tliat the act shall not be construed to change 
existing laws relating to the legal tender 
character or mode of redemption of tho treas- 
ury notes issued for the purchase of the silver 
bullion to be coined. 


The entire bill is most unfortunately con- 
structed. Nearly every sentence presents un- 
certainty and Invites controversy as to its 
meaning and Intent. The first section is es- 
pecially faulty in this respect, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether its language will 
permit tho consummation of its supposed pur- 
poses. I am led to believe that the promoters 
of tho bill Intended in this section to provide 
for tho coinage of the bullion constituting the 
gain or seigniorage, as it Is called, into 
standard dollars; and yet thjre is positive- 
ly nothing in 
the 
section 
to 
prevent 
its coinage Into any description of silver 
coins now authorized under any existing law. 
I suppose this section was also intended, in 
case the needs of the treasury called for 
money faster than the seigniorage bullion 
could actually to coined, to permit the isaue of 
silver certificates in advance of such coinage- 
but Its language would seem to permit the is- 
suance of such certificates to double the 
amount of the seigniorage as stated, one-half 
of which would not represent an ounce of sil- 
ver In the treasury. The debate upon this sec- 
tion in the congress developed an earnest and 
positive difference of opiuion as to Its object 
and meaning. In any event I am clear that
